The life of Parliament 
should have been extended. But one 
province was against it, especially the 
view of the Government respecting 
the Military Service Act, which’ the 
Union Government intended to enforce 
strictly. In view of the stand of the 
one province it-wax thought unwise to 
enforce the Act without geing to the 

people. The disenfranchisement of the 
alien enemy, he felt, in war times was 
just. When the war wax ended those 
people would resume. their rights of 
suffrage. 

The obvious difficulty of Eisite full 
woman suffrage because of changes ne- 
cessary in other statutes, wax over- 
cone as much ax possible and the Gov- 
ernment gare the votes to the wives, 
mothers and siters of the men at the

Stephen 
the Great ruled Moldavia from 1457 
to 1504 and defed the Turks, win- 
ning a aignal victory over them at 
Rakova in 1475, Gradually growing 
stronger, howcrer; the Moslems suc- 
ceeded again, under ‘Stephen the 
Great's suctessor, in establishing 
their mastery. 

Although the Turks nover settled 
the country, they proceeded to bulld 
fortresses, and thus managed to hold 
thelr ground, 

Up to 1821 the country was gov- 
erned by .bospodars appointed by the 
Sultan from the familles of Greck 
aristocrats, In that year native 
Drinces were once more made to 
head the Government, but in 1829, 
Russia, having gained a victory over 
Turkey, was accorded a protectorate 
over Moldavia under the Treaty of 
Adrianople, This treaty was termin- 
ated by the Crimean War and the 
Treaty of--Paris. Thereafter the 
Powers agreed to set up the two prin- 
clpalities of Moldavia and Wallachia, 
which tn their turn decided, In 1859- 
61, that they would unite under one 
head and become one country. They 
later called a German pritice to their 
throne, which accounts for the Teu- 
tonle origin of the present dynasty 
rullpg Roumania.

Russia's defection, 
however, permits the Teytons to keep 
Up thelr old tactics ‘for some time 
longer, and may have thé effect of 
limiting the great victories achieved 
in the past few weeks by the Italian 
army. : . 
" Gen. Cadorna again comes on the 
scene. There are two featu.<s about 
him that are of particular intereat. In 
the first place he is the only Allied 
general who has been fighting from 
the beginning of the war on enemy 
territory. Im the secotid-place, he is 
the only Allied general in’ supreme 
command who has not been promot- 
od out of his job or otherwise relley- 
ed of the responsibility of directing 
the armieajin the field. This must 
mean ‘that he has given satisfaction 
to bis own king and parliament, and 
also tothe representatives of the 
Allies, .It meauc, too, that his 
armies have the utmost confidence in 
him. His recent victories, among the 
most striking in the war, show that 
this confidence was well bestowed. It 
Is sald that the Italian soldiers 
‘dolize their commander-in-chief and 
believe that for him nothing is im- 
doasible, but as all soldiera are sup- 
posed to entertain similar notions 
about thelr superior officers we do 
not dwell on the point. 

Nevertheless, fis easy to undere 
stand why they have confidence in 
Tadorna, and why the Italian people 
should Implicitly trust him, He has 
= fine personality, to*begin with, » 
big, genial man with » sense of 
bumor whom nothing disconcerts, He 
haf alsoacrisp, decided way of 
speaking. For instance, last spring, 
when there was a good deal of talk 
about the possibility of a renewed 
Austrian offensive through the Tren- 
tino, Cadorna remarked: “Never 
worry about thelr cuming or not com- 
ing. I bave got ready as though 
they were to come, and a Jot of them, 
300. That's all.” They did not come, 
because, probably, they knew better 
than the croakers the preparations 
Cadorna bad madé for’ thelr-recep- 
tion, In the first days of the war, 
when the great military station at 
Udine was to be built, d the city 
was bejng raided »y planes al- 
most evety day, it was most desir- 
able that the work should be carried 
on day and night ob a railroad. Yet 
to Mlumine't! railroad at night 
would be to te more hostile at- 
tacks, It was doubt a perplexing 
Problem. When {t was finally carried 
to Cadorna he merely asked if the! 
night shifts-were necessary, Whea. 
told that they were, he merely csked, 
“Well?’\Thus the order was gtvea 
in a word. 

There is no {mportant general liv- 
ing whom the ordinary inte! 1 
civilian would find bimself in closer 
touch with than Cadorna If the twe 
were talking of military matters, 
Though a technician of the highest 
glfts, the author of standard text- 
books and the like, Cadorna acts on 
the principle that all military stra- 
tesy and tactics can be reduced to a 
Question of con:mon sense. There is 
a famous legal saying to the effect 
that “if it's notycommon sense, it's 
not law,” and this {s Cadorna’s be- 
lief with regard to military opera- 
tions, No pacifist living could regard 
with greater detestation’ the officer 
who wasted ihe life of a soldier than 
Cadorns. Yet to carry out necessary 
operations he will unhesitatingly 
throw a hundred thousand men into 
@ battle. If the counterpart of the 
German Crown Prince were in the 
Italian army he would have been 
shot for bis activities about Verdun. 

Though Cadorna’s name was al- 
most unknown outside of Italy before j 
tbe war, he comes from a most dis- 
tinguished family. Wis grandfather 
was Minister to King Carlo. Alberta, | 
who led the movement for Italian na 
dependence, granted the constitution 
to his kingdom, then limited to Sar- 
dinia and Piedmont, and abdicated in 
favor of his son when he thought the 
acUon would help ths formation of 
new Italy. His father was the gen- 
eral who, In 1866, led the Itallan ad- 
Vance on the Isonszo, which was cut 
short by dipif‘aatic interference, and 
the subsequent granting of Itallan 
lands to Austris beyond the Isonzo 
and the AdMatic. The present gen- 
eral was bofu in the army, and is 
sai to know the northern frontier of 
Itaiy as one knows the palm of his 
band. It is rarely bo has occasion to 
study maps, an accurate and minute 
plan of the scene f operations being 
carried in his head,

“In England a strike of 5,000,000 
did not coat a single drop of blood; 
fn Siberia a strike of 3,000 costs 
hundreds of lives." It was a caustic 
and truthful summary of a humiliat- 
ing situation. When Makaroff tried 
to defend, in the Douma, the action 
of the military under Captain Trent- 
achenkoff, by saying that the troops 
fired in‘gelf-protection, be was laugh- 
ed Into his seat. A judiclal Inquiry 
was promised and took place after 
many months, with the verdict that 
} the strike was a direct result of the 
company's repeated violations of the 
law. It was duc to oppressive econoy 
mic conditions, and not to. political 
anarchy. The gullty officer who or- 
dered the shooting was duly punish- 
ed.. But the hundreds who had suf- 
fered by the outrage were not forgot- 
ten, and In 1913 the anniversary o 
the strike was.celebrated with re- 
markable expression of public feel- 
fog throughout the Czar's turbulent

Kerensky emerged as counsel ree 
the strikers and their families. 
was practising In Moscow at the ine 
of the outbreak. The strikers, in de- 
spair, had telegrapbed to the ancient 
capital for-lega] aid in the presenta- 
tion of their case. Kerensky, born 
poor In the old central Russian town 
of. Tashkent, and grown up with an 
understanding of poverty and a fine 
aympathy for the underworld in its 
struggle for betterment, responded 
to the call. He hastened to the 
scene of action, took charge of the 
fntereats of the strikers, fought for 
them in the courts of law, and won 
for them thelr dues.

The whole history of the world's 
milltary 0} ization dges not con- 
tain any more uousual or picturesque 
chapter than Is supplied by the body 
that has’ been bullt up under the 
privileges now abolished. The very 
term “Cossack” carries the story. It 
istaken from a Turkish: w 
means a freebooter, or adventurer. 

The Cossacks constituted ten sep- 
arate Voiskos, or states, scattered 
along the Russian frontiers, with @ 
few minor additions that later got 
the same privileges thatthe Inhabi- 
tants of the ten regions were accord- 
ed. Their volskos were known ag 
Don, Kuban, Tersk, Astrakan, Ural, 
Orenburg, Siberian, Semiryechensk, 
Amer, Usuri, and the-leaser divi- 
sions. -As a basi unit thé Cossacks 
had thelr stanftea, or village, which 
held al! of the land in.its borders 
under a communal system. The vil- 
lage might allow any person who did 
not belong to the clan to set- 
tle in ite mits, 

Excepting Jews. - 

For the right to use the lands of 
village a certain rent was collected 
and {n return the Cossack gave to bis 
country military service ; from the 
eighteenth year. of his age for twenty 
years, ‘Three years were spent In the 
preliminary divisions. Twelve years 
were passed in active service and 
five years went to the reserve. The 
Cossack provided his uniform and his 
equipment, as well as bis horse, if 
he were mounted. The Government 
furnished only his arms. - 

The Cossack population of Russia 
amounted at the opening of the war 
to 3,000,000 souls, half of whom 
were women. They held under their 
especially privileged relations with 
the Imperial. Government 146,500,- 
000 acres of land. It was so distri- 
buted as to give to each Cossack an 
average of about eighty-one acres, 
leaving a reserve supply of land for 
community purposes. The Govern- 
ment gave to the villages approxi- 
mately $3,500,000 each year for the 
“payment of administrative expenses. 
So potent were the volskos that © 
they had at the ministry of war dele- 
gates who discussed with the ancient 
regime all new laws that might In 
any way affect the Cossack people. 

By the terms of their service they 
were bound to supply to the Govern- 
ment In time of war 890 sotnias, or 
squadrons of 125 men’each, and 108 
Infantry sotnias, or companies of 250 
men each, with 236 guns, 

In return for thid service the Cos- 
sacks got what no other part of Rus- 
sla received—education and free- 
dom. The wonderful phase of this 
situation Is that they were originally 
escaped serfs and refugees, and they 
demanded and got. for freebooting 





































denied them {n their original state, 
The Cossacks elected their own 
chicf, or’hetman. | They also chose 
his subordinate commanders. The 
Government's idea was to leave them 
alone ag much as possible so long as 
they’ guarded the frontier of the 
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It was this force of rough riders, 
enjoying the only real freedom in 
Rueala, that the new revolutionists 
found on the firing line. The revolu- 
tlonists resented the time-honored 
privileges that had been accorded to 
them, They resented the consistent - 
anti-Semitic policy that had domia- 
ated the volskos.

LONDON, Nor. 3—Tho_ stinging 
note delivered to the German Foreign 
Office by the Norwegian Minister at 
Berlin yesterday, apropos of the re- 
cent sinking of a Norwegian ship in 
the North Sea, part of the convoy de- 
stroyed by two German raiders, is re- 
garded as particularly significant be- 
cause of the tono of the closing para- 
Graph, which suggests that’ Norway 
ts approaching the end of ¢iplomatic 
relations with Germany and Is proe- 
paring the Norwegian people for tho 
most vigorous possible measures 
thereafter, which could only mean 
war. * 

Among all the minor neutrals none 
could so much injure Germany by en- 
tering the war as Norway. She pos- 
sesses ports that would be of inestim- 
able value to the allies’ naval forces 
it given for their use as bases. The 
employment ofthese bases would 
greatly shorten tho British naval 
lines and render it much easier to 
intercept raiders and submarines in 
the North Sea. Also, possession of 
these ports would perfect the block- 
ade of Germany by shutting in Swed- 
en and Denmark and release much 
British naval power now used for op- 
erations elsewhere. 

Finally, a declaration of war by 
Norway would compel Sweden to re- 
main sincerely neutral or join the 
allies.

The dragoons comprised two ser 
geants, four corporals, and thirty- 
four (privates. They could see the 
enemy approaching rapidly. Three 
squads of ploneers led the way. eacb 
equipped with a flame projector, 
throwing burning Ugquid before them 
as they advanced.. Bebind them in 
the Intervals could be seen reo 
squads of hand-grenade throwers 
and still further fn the rear a wave 
of ordinary infantrymen, carrying, 
desides their rifles with fixed bayon- 
ets, spades for the purpose of organ- 
izing the French position after they 
had captured it: Other lines. could 
be seen, dimly in the distance carry- 
in3 sandbags and munition supplies. 

This overwhetming.force did not 
affect the nerves of the dragoons, 
who belonged. to the determined 
Breton race — their regiment,’ the 
Twenty-fourth, is recrulted in Brit- 
tanyg-and had all participated in the 
cavalry Sghting of the beginning of 
the war as well as in many a battle 
in| the trenches... One of their ser- 
geants took command. .. Their rifles 
spoke otit with rapid ‘fire and ‘their 
portable machine gun+ worked un- 
ceasingly. 

Soon they saw Germans falling 
orerywhere fn front, and the frontal 
attack on the salient wilted away. 
The Germans, however, were deter- 
mined to take the salient, and they 
immediately organized a flank at- 
tack, but it was foreseen by the 
French sergeant, who placed two of 
his men kneeling on each traverse 
th three men below in the trench 
to supply them with grenades. Grad- 
tally the Germans advanced aa the 
Frenchmen fell back wounded, but 
for each section of trench they were 
compelled to Le tet fight until 
the Frenchmen retired fora 
distance of 200 yards along the 
front treneb. . 
It tock three hours to make this 
progress, and by that timo the dra- 
goons had reached the opening to @ 
communication trench leading to the 
rear. Here they decided to form s 
redoubt and make their last stand., 
Just then the sergeant in tharg¢ of 
the dragoons noticed « relaxation in 
the German attack., He gathered all 
his remaining men together, made a 
dash forward, and in less than balf 
an hour had’ reconquered the entire 
salient and bad taken four prisoners. 
He then hastily wrote a,report and 
sont ‘it to the rear: “Quiet has been 
restored and nothing has been lost.” 

The roll call showed that only 
twenty of the ‘dragoons had escaped 
wounds or death, Thay had account- 
ed during the fight for two full com- 
panies of Germans, and had. retained 
the salient ‘which had been entrusted 
to thelr charge.

For our light af- 
fliction, which -is for a moment, work- 
eth for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory; while we look 
not at the things which aro scen, but 
at the things which are not seen: for, 
the things which are scen are tempor- 
al; but the things wich are not seen 
are eternal.’’. When this vision of the 
unseen and eternal things has been 
attained by a man, he ia ready to moct 
the world's challenge, and suffer all 
things that he may prove that God is 
true; and every man who denies the 
power of His grace to save the sin- 
ner and sustain his integrity in ad- 
versity ns well as in prosperity is a 
liar. 

“This is that which overcometh the 


world, even your faith,” 

He that is proved to be equal to the 
test of faith shall be in the end a re- 
cipient of a crown of life. 

There is another fact largely writ- 
ten in the history of the race; ‘Man's 
extremity is God’s opportunity.”’. In 
trial and affliction, when all clse fail, 
man turns toe God, and gives Him the 
opportunity of doing for man ‘what 
men cannot do. 

Job had many aympathising friends. 
Some of them sought te comfort him 
in his distress, They presented to 
him theie religious views which held 
that misfortune and suffering were 
visited upon men because of their sin, 


These n were but friendly critics, 
instead @f comforters. These orthodox 
critics wounded, as with darts, the 


beart of the sufferer, yet he had this 
satisfaction. He had tried to servo 
ord honor God in honesty and up- 

tness, and was conscious that the 
Almighty*in whom he trusted knew 
it, though his friends knew it not. 
This one who knew all things—“unto 
whom all hearts aro open and all de- 
sires are known, and from whom all 
secrets are hid.’ Job's heart yearn- 
ed for His verdict, and so he cried: 
“Q, that I knew where I might find 
Him! that 1 might come even unto 
his seat!” Job believed in a promis- 
ed Redeemer whom ho would some 
day see. Ho yearned from the depths 
of his being for the righteous ono who 
was as good as he was powerful. 

‘His great suffering had severly tried 
hin patience, yet hix integrity and 
faith was sustained. \ Ho looked unto 
Him and was lightened, and his face 
was not ashamed. “This poor man 
cried and the Lord heard him, and 
saved him out of all his troubles.” 

When patience had done its perfcet 
work, the Lord came to him, comfort- 
ed him, and re-established his great- 
ness, and doubly increased his earthly 
goods, There are many round about 
us who know their need of a Saviour. 
Consciously or unconsciously they are 
saying ‘‘O, that/I might know him.” 
And yet if they scck him at all, they 
do it dircetly opposite, to the way 
plainly revealed in His word. Sach a 
course can only be‘accounted for by a 
condition of unbelief. . 

Instead of believing that the way of 
salvation is putting Christ and His.re- 
ligion first in all things, they give 
them the second or third place in their 
consideration of what they think is 
important: It seems to me, a most 
deadly form of unbelief, that relegates 
the memorial feast to any place, but 
the first in tho ordinances of worship, 
or that makes sanctity of tho Lord’s 
day a matter of convenienco; or that 
rules as of no importance, the use of 
the family altar, and Biblo atudy in 
the home,” 

“Seek ye first the kingdom of 
heaven, and its rightcousness,” is an 
emphatic statement of: Christ our 
Lord. The unbelief that discounts 
the value of obcying His word \ can 
never help. us to rely: upon Him for 
sustaining grace in\time of trouble..

TORONTO, Nor. 24.—Anyonoawho 
has been cherishing the viewpoint— 
and there are some—that the draftee 
army is to receive treatment at the 
Kands of the military authorities which 
will constantly remind them that they 
aro not roluntecrs, and jherefore. not 
entitled to. the same consideration: as 
other soldiers,:are doomed to disap- 
pointment, in view of an order which 
has just Leen issued by military bead- 
quarters.

LONDON, - Noy. 24.—The Dally 
News prints a despstch from Perry 
Robinson at the front in France, say- 
ing the aggregate casualties in the 
firat’ advance across the Hindenburg 


line, in three neighboring ‘battallons,. 


were five men wounded at one of the 
points. where the enemy defence was 
strongest, the Lateau Wood. 

Besides machine guns these woods 
were Held by batteries of field guns.

It is not only” munitions that the 
United States Government is con- 
tracting for Canada. Some time ago 
a hundred thousand © dollar preséing 
plant, one of the best, if not the best, 
on the continent, waa installed in 
Montreal to bale Canadian hay for the 
British Army." On account-of lack of 
transportation facilities for such bulky 
freight, the British authoritiea cut off 
their purchases and. the big Montreal 
plant ceased. operations, More yecent- 
ly the Canadian authorities made 2 
proposition fo the United States that 
the plant should be used at cost in 
baling hay to be bought in Canada for 
the use of the American army. The 
offer was accepted and as a result four 
to five hundred tons daily are being 
handled in. the plant at’a price of $17 
a ton at Montreal, So far most of this 
hiny has been shipped by water to New 
port News, the return. cargo being 
coal,

MacKenzie, of the Canadian Northera 
Railway, occurred at “Benvenuto,” 
Sesterday. After .a very serious op- 
eration last June, Lady, MacKenzie for 
& short timo seemed to rally. but for 
the last few weeks sho had been grad- 
ually losing strength, 

Lady MacKenzic was born in Eldon 
Township, Victoria County, Sixty-seven 
years ago., Sho was tho daughter of 
the late John Merry, of Kirkfeld, ,On- 
tario, her mother being a Miss Sulli- 
van. She was a Roman Catholic by 
religion. After ber marriago to Sir 
William, they lived for a time’at Kirk- 
field, going to. British - Columbia in 
1883; They afterwards returned to 
Toronto, 

Lady MacKenzie has two sons lir- 
ing, R. J. MacKenzie and J. M. Mac- 
Kensie, and one other son died some 
years ago. Thero aro’ also six daugh- 
ters; Mrs. Andrews, Mrs. ,Scott-Grif- 
fin, Mras W. Beardmore, Mrs. Frank 
McCarthy, Miss Bertha MacKonzio 
and the Countess De Lesseps who “is 
now in France, the others being’ with 
their mother at the time of her death.
